lived among all the delicious and delighting pleaſures, that any 
Monarches could enjoy in greateſt plenty. Wherebphis all. 
wondering fame was da vulgard thzoughout the far ccmoted na · 
tions of the [pacious Deb, which they accountedaga blazing: 
comet, pꝛeſaging tbe future ruine, that his bare name tauſed in 
them ſuch agues of timozous fear, as doth the furious Thunder 
(renting the darkned welkin, with mighty ſwowers of Earth 
dꝛowning waters) in the heartleſs multitude of euſtickcountyy- 
twains, by which pe became fo odious to all his enemies, that 
they would often give their own blod as a reward foz his death, 
koze judging his life will be their utter deſdlation.

J was (moſt noble Þzinces) daughter unta 
Pompeiano (not long fince Ring of Antiocg) and am called Au- 
ora, that being at the Soldane of Babylons Court, accompany- 
ing his daughter the moſt beautiful Florisbella, whoſe perfected 
beauty, and ablolute Grrues, ſo far ſurpaſſeth all other of her 
time, as doth the Sun all leſſer Stars. To this Court came a 
Knight, wyoſe name foz a leng time was not known, ſaving by 
certain JAmages in his ſhield, was called the Knight of the three 
Images, who ſbewed himſelf ſo valiant, that no ten Knights in ths 
whole Court was fo ſtrong and hardy, as durſt maintain the field 
againſiſyhim. This Knight thzoughout the Soldans Empire per-

wherewith being armed ſet koꝛwards on their journey, and having 
gone not far from the cave, ſpied befoze them a fair Caſtle, which 
till then they had not ſeen, noz pet when they entred the Cave. 
The Pzinceſs and the Ladies masked themſelves, becauſe the 
heat of the Sun was great, and the reſt were diſquifed that thep 
might not be known, and appzoaching the Caſtle they ſaw two 
Knights come fozth thereof, the one in a white armoz like a novel 
Knight, the other that was bigger of perſonage, and ſ&#med of 
great valour, was clad in the richeſt armour that might be ſ&n, 
of an azure colour, with many imperial Crowns. In the middle 
of his ſbield was figured the image of Mars, as the Hagans uſe to 
picture him. Theſe Knights of the Caſtle led with them a man 
on Yozſeback unboted and unſpur'd, and his head mufled like a 
pziſoner, which made the Pzince defirous to know what they 
were. As God ſpall help me (ſaid Arſileo) if Jwere knighted, 
J would pzocure to know thoſe Knights, and why thep lead the 
Knight pꝛiſoner. Do not therefoze trouble your ſelf (god couſin) 
ſaid Don Bellianis, foz eaſily may it be done, and ſo let it be mp

Which of pou ig the Knight that gave mp 
page ſo pzoud an anſwer? You ſpould not ned to ask it( laid Arſi⸗ 
leo) were we Knigpted del ring nothing moze than to ſatisfie pour 
requeſt: but ſeeing (ſaid the Rnight ) pou go to require that ozder 
at the Emperoz Bellanco's hand, to ſave pou that laboz, Jaſſure 
pou pe is not ar Conſtantinople, noz of him is there any news, 
and therefoze know that ponder Knight is ſuch a Pꝛince, both in 
poſſesfions and valoz,as the Emperoz little ſurpa ſſeth him, where⸗ 
foze that our combat map be effected, you may receive the o2der 
you ſ&k of him. Although it were to chaſtiſe rhe madneſs that 
poſſeſſeth you ( repiyed Don Bellianis ) we will now receive that 
ſacred ozder,« calling one of the damſels, ſent her in their names 
to the Knigyt in the azure armour, who going where he was, thus 
ſaid, The Knights pau (& with ponder Ladies (noble Sir) intreat 
you, ſ&ing they expected the ozdsr of arms at the bands 
of the Emperoz of Greece, whom pour companion ſaith is

Anſwered he) though it were better thep recerved it bp 
the Emperoz, with thoſe ceremonious rites as ſuch honoz re- 
quireth, but ſ&ing they are thus content, it ſþall be, and ſo meet» 
ing each other with ſuch kind Gzeetings and Salutations, as if 
they knew the conſanguinity between them, and the Pzinces re⸗ 
queſted the Bnight again to accompliſh their requeſt, they all a-

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lighted, and be taking their oaths, were Kaighted, and the Pain: 
- ceſs Aurora girded Don Bellianis with his ſwozd, whilit the novel 
Knight did the like fo Arfileo 3 which done, they reſted ſo content 
es thep were created the greateſt Lo2ds of the wozid, and the 
Unigbt imbzacing them ſaid. I pzay God, fair Ryights, that in 
all things pou may attain no leſs hanoz than the ropal ſtate ef 
your deſcent doch require : to whom ee d2ed great thanks 
fo this his kind benediction, and mounted agarn on hozſe:-back. 


CHAP. VI. 
The brave and dangerous tigat between the q vo Princes, and the 
Knights of the Caſtle. 


Fter the Knights wre all on hozſe back mounted, he in the 
A white armoz inraged with kindied w2ath of defired revenge 
again Arlilco, foz the arrogant wozds he had ſent him, that 
with animated courage pꝛeceding from a valiant beart ſaid to 
him. Sir UKnight, if with weapons you dare defend pour pzoud 
anſwer ſent me by my Page, now have you time to da it. Arſi- 
leo hearing this, and being noleſs furious than he, anſwered ne⸗ 
ver a wozd, bat turned his Yozſe, and taking ſo much field as 
would ſuffice foz his carrier, couched his lance againſt his ad ber- 
ſary, who with no leſs fury met him in the middle of his courſe, 
incountring ſo rigozouſly, that their lances flew in [mall pieces, 
and meeting with their bodies, the Knight of the Caſtle fell down 
over his hozſe crupper : the like happened to Arſileo, but that he 
fell on bis feet, with the ſaddle between his legs, foz by the ſtrong 
encounter the girts bzoke, ſo that both aſtonied at this chance, laid 
bands to their well cutting words, and joining one to the other 
ſtruck ſo ſtrong mighty blows on their well tempered helms, that 
it cauſedigreat fear in their companions, each doubting the loſs of 
their friend, foz thep wounded one another with admirable 
firength extremely dangering their fieſb, cutting their armoz, bzui⸗ 
ling themſelves, ſpilling their blood in great abundance, pet the 
Knight of the Taſtle was wozſe wounded by reaſon of the geod 
armo2 Arſileo woze, and being the valianteſt Knight (next Don 
Bellianis ) in thoſe days. But the Unight of the Caftle, with 
the deſire he had to overcome bis adverſary, nothing regarded his 
wounds: wherefoze pe in the azure armoz being skilkuller in 
ſuch 
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tuch matters, plainly perceived, that if ye gave not over, he either 
would remain vanquiſþed oz ſlain, pet knew he not how to reme · 
dy it, noꝛ how to fozbid it, which made him ſtozme like a Lion, 

ſ&ing no means to pzevent the danger like to befal his Friend. 
Dn the other ide Don Bellianis viewing the cruel Fight, and 
tyough be ldw Arſileo moze couragiouſip double his blows, pet 
greatiy feared therecf, ſring with what nimbleneſs 
the other fought: nfidering how he might pꝛevent bis 
fear, ſtept to the hve Bn Aurgra, and craved of her leave to 


p20ve himſelf withthe Knight in the azurearmoz, that be might 
thereby aid the Þ2iFce Arſileo if he would be put to any diſadvan⸗ 
tage. The Yzinceſs though unwilling condiſcended, ſ&ing the 
necesſitp of the caſe required. Whhereypon be went to the Knight 
in blew and ſaid. Although valiant fif, it may ſ&m diſcourteiie, 
having no occaſion to pzovoke us to fight, pet the necesſity of our 
companions moves us unto it, and urgeth me now to crave the 
bzeaking of a lance with you, whiles the combat dureth, if pou 
pleaſe. It doth pleaſe me replied the Knight of the caſtle, with this 
p2omiſe. that either of us may help bis fellow in bis nerd. The 
Wzince that nothing elſe wi ſped, was excedinglp content there- 
with. And ſo both took that part of the field that they thought meet 
foz their incounters,ran one againſt the other, their lances couched 
in their reſts, and met ſo furiouſly that the ſhivers of their Spears 
flew up into the air out of fighr, pet moved one another no moze 
than had they run againſt a tower, which greatly amazed the knight 
of the Caſtle, having hitherto overth2own to the earth all that e- 
ver he jouſted with. And fo with raging fury upon Don Bellianis 
p alſo made toward him, who-befeze he could defend himfelf with 
bis ſhield, received ſo firong a blow, that it made him lean his 
bead on his hogſes neck, leaning fo aſtonied, that when the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs ſaw it, (be was aſtonied with a cold ſweat over all her body, 
and doubling another on him, the P2zince lifred up his ſhield which 
was th2own quite to the ground, but in two, that the fine temper 
wherewith the wiſe Bellona did fozge it, nothing pzevailed againſt 
the never conquered arm of that moſt valiant Anigbt. But hereat 
Don Bellianis feeling himſelf ſo handled, firok the Rnight on his 
beim, that be ſuppoſed the whole weight of ſome tower had fal- 
len thereon, and the blow lighted with ſuch mighty ſtrength that

ot was fozred to ſethis knees on the ground, and his helm, with 


his armed yead-piece under it, were both cut, and the furious 
fwozd not reſting there, deſcending downward en the hozſe, that 
all his capariſons made of hardeſt ſteel were cut: the impziſoned 
Knight ſeeing ſo great a blow, cried out and ſaid, Jcannot believe 
that valiant He&ors terroz to the Gree all his admirable 
koʒces could have given the like blow, the Bnight bath 
found his match. But they amazed at each off rs ſtrength, having 
again met, beſtowed on themſclves ſuch terri\ {e ſtrokes, that their 
armoz being rent in many plates, were griet uſly wounded, and 
the Knight of the Caſtle turning towards bis fellow, ſaw he was 
ſo weak, thzough tbe muh blood he had loſt, they greatly pittying 
him, with new courage redoubled his blows on his adverſary, pet 
all bis toil little availed him, foz Don Bellianis ſ&ing this was the 
firſt battel that ever he fought, and grieving tbat the other Rnighr 
{ould ſo long withſtand him, having endured thze hours fight, 
and loft his fþieid, and feeling himſelf wounded in many places, 
took his ſwozd with both hands, ſtretched bimſelf cn his ſtirrops, 
thinking to end the battel with that ſole blow; but the Knight 
of the Caſtle being very circumſpect in ſuch matters made 
ſhew to await bim, covering himſelf very well with his 
Shield : And ſeeing the blow came right downward on his 
bead, cloſed between his arms, that he could not ſtrike him, 
ſave only with his ſwozd hilts, which was fo mightrly; that be 
could not foz a while fel bimſelf:and with the ſtrength thereof the 
woꝛd fell out of his hands, hanging at his arm bya little chain, 
the Knight on theclofing wounded him on the arm with a thzuſt, 
which refiſied by the armoz, ran between the harneſs and his el⸗ 
bow, making him na little wound, and Don Bellianis (&ing him 
ſo nigh took him between bis arms, and ſpurring bis hozfe, hop- 
ſted him very lightly from the ſaddle : the Knight likewiſe getting 
bold ofhim,ſo long ſtrugled together chat both came to the ground, 
almoſt one fot hanging in the ſtirrop, and bzavely holding toge⸗ 
ther, ſtribed to overthzow each other, not daring to loſe their 
bo!d, ſo greatly thep feared the overmatched ſtrength of one ano- 
tber: while they were thus in this ſtrife, from out of the thickeſt of 
the wood, they eſpied the number of Thirty Unigyts, and four 
Giants, 
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Giants, who ſ&img the Unigpt in the Azure Armour in fuch 
danger, all ſpurred againſt Don Belliams, not regarding the out- 
cries of the impziſoned knight, that ſaid they would not purt 
bim. But be pad been flain ik they pad not feared to arm the 
Rnight in the Azure Armour: who toofing the other, and ſeeing 
= yozſe — bim n he 7 greatly —— ) mounted 
thereon, witho t in his ſtirrop, with ſuchagility that 
be made them e as one that had done nothing all that 
dap, with a valiangourage, he xuſbed in among thoſe Bniabts, 
and at thze blows blew thzæ. Tye Weince Arſileo at this time 
having withdza wn Wmlelk to baeathTayng bis companion in ſuch 
danger, not iwking to pis adverſary, leapt on bis bozfe : ſo did the 
two old knights that with the Pzinceſ came, but all of them 
might little pzevail againſt the furious multitudes, with the 
knights ot the. Caſtle allo, that pzepared themſelves to aid them. 
Pere declareth Friſton, that the two firſt knights of the Caſtle 
were, the Gmperoz Don Bellaneo, that had knighted Don Brianel, 
which was pe that fought with Arſileo, having armed þimſelf 
with Don Gallaneos armoz, and ſetting him on hozſeback ( W - 
have heard) meaning. to convep himſelf ta Conſtantinople, the 
better to paſs. unknown though bis knights, that where they 
aſſailed the Pzinces, imagining the Emperoz to be Don Galla- 
neo, and therefoze ſo Furiouſly aſſautfed them as is expzeſſed. 
But the Emperoz fearing that Don Gallaneo (having that op- 
poztunitp to effect his determination) woulddifcover himſelt᷑ to 
vis Knights, called to him one of thoſe men that came from the 
Caſtle, and commanded þim with all ſpeed posfible to haſte him to 
Conſtantinople, and tell the Ring of Hungary in whatnecesfity 
be left bim, telling bim his name, which tült that time he had not 
diſcovered to any of the Caſtle. And putting off his gantlet, gave 
bim his: Nopal ſeal of Arms, which the King very well knew, 
commanding bim be ſhould with all ſpæd return The man 
greatlp amazed, tek the Signet, and baſſed him to Conſtantino- 
ple, flaping nothing by the wap, and in ſboat time arrived in rhe 
City, which was ſome five leagues diſtant from the Castle, and 
demanded foz the Ring of Hungaries Walace.

with. his bow and arrows: whole ſparkling baightneſs would 
have darkened the light of a great Tozch. ' The Duke Alfixon 
when be law her in this manner, remained altogether without 
feling.: which Arſileo (that was nigh him) (ing, ſaid unto him 
very ſoktle, Lok to geur (elf (moſt nable Duke) ieſt vou diltover 
what biber ta bath ben unknown, .Whereat the Duke recove- 
red himſelt, greatly abathed at the accident: but every one was 
ko occupied in eping the Pzinceſs, that thep little regarded any 
other. Mpereupon the Pzince Arſileo and Don Brianel, tchk 
der by the hands and led her to the Wallace ſlairs, where they all 
mounted on ſuch hozſes and Palfreosas appertained to ſheir

Then on an imperial theatre mounted the Soldan, the two 
Pꝛinceſſes Perſiana and Aurora, that till that time had not gone 
ab:oad:who ſo ſon as thep were all ſetied, the Soldan comman⸗ 
ded the ſignal to be given by the Trumpets, whereat Don Bria- 
nel, that had the leading ofthe firſt [quadzon ſet foꝛ warꝰs wich 
it againſt a kinſman of Don Gallaneo's, whom he unhozſt with 
four 'moze befoze he bzoke his Lance. The ſquadzons bzeak⸗ 
ing th2ough each other, made ſuch tumult with the incounter of

one of the knights that Don Gallaneo had charged to kill Don 


Briancl and Arſileo: whe ſeifig brmſelt3own, witha deviiih 


rage roſe,and with a þoar#? voice cryed, Down with the Anigyt 


that againſt the ozder and law of Tourney, beareth anedged 
ſwo2d; whereofhe had no cauſe to complain, foz he and the o⸗ 
ther two Knights tft bad the like charge did wear the like. 
Straight was the adventurous Unight incompaſſed with above 
a thouſand knights, that leaving their tilt, only pzocured his 
death. But be ſo demeaned himſelfamong them, that ina trice 
be beat to the ground about fwenty ſoze wounded : and yet his 
men could not come to help him, by reaſon of the multitude that 
bad incloſed him. Then Arſileo ſ&ing this moſt valiantly pzickt 
fozth with his trop, and Don Gallaneo, that nought imagined 
but their deaths, bzandiſbing his truncheen, made againſt him 
with all bis battel, fhat Don Brianel might not be ſuccoured ; 
the like did the Duke Alfiron with the remnant ofhis men, and 


in the midft of the field they met with Cuch fozce, that moſt of 


them wi ſhed themſelves far thence at this time. The Duke and 
the two knights ſtraight entred among their adverſaries, perfoz« 
ming it verpbzavely.

Don Galfco looked up, 
and ſ@ing him in that armour, knew bim not, and diſſembling 
bis intent ſaid; Good Knight J pꝛap you ſhew us him of the gol 
den Image, foz we muſt needs Ler- with him. You map not 
enter pere (ſaid be) foz the Duke my maſier bath lo command: 
ed. And having ſo ſaid, went towards the ſtairs in great baſte, 
where be found Don Galfeo entring the gallerp, and dꝛawing 
fozth his ſwozd, ſaid.- At is in vain knight whatſoever thou art 
to paſs farther here, thou oz an elſe without the Duke my mas: 
ſiers leave. Don Galfeo hereat conceived ſuch ire by theſe. 
woꝛds, that alſo dzawing fozth bis ſwozd, ſaid, Down with the 
traptoz that will denp us the entry. But Don Bellianis with his 
ſwozd put himſelfamong them, that in little ſpace with great fu- 
ry and fozce he ſlew above thirty of them: which ſo amazed the 
reſt, that they began to retire back as far as the ſtairs. But 
with the fury that pefſefſed Don Belliguis, pe ſo handled them, 
that in an evil hour thep came to ſ&k him: and ſeing Don Gal- 
feo above the reſt troubled him, ſtreok him ſuch a blow on the 
ſwozd arm, that cut in two it fell on the earth, and after he gave 
him another on his head, that cleft it down to his ears.

Notwithſtanding we being perſons whom this afozeſaid/mat- 
ter concerns, do accuſe as well the Duke as the Knight of the 
golden Image; with the Pꝛinceſs Perſiana pour daughter,ag au⸗ 
tyoꝛs and actoꝛʒs oftyeir deaths, and therefoze trattoꝛs and male.

dan, our dzead Sovereign. And if in caſe thou be ſuch a one 
as thy ſptech declares, thou moze obſcureft with thy evil dæds 
bis royal Pzogeny, than ever with wozds thou mapſt ampliſie 
it. Mozeover know, Jam the Duke ny; 1 whom thou 
comeſt to accuſe; and whereas thoy (apeſt, Jund the Bnight 
of the Golden Jnage have treacyerouſly flain Don Gallaneo; 
Ireply, tyou moſt faiſely lieſt, which any ſelf am ready toap- 
pzobe in battel, oz pꝛeſent my Champion foz the ſame. The 
Peince Arſileo, alt this while ready to choak with extream

Whereuponbeing conducted to her fathers 
pzeſence, ſhe pzoſtrated per ſelf betoze him, but he fternly icon. 
ing on her, ſaid : Conſider Pzinceſs on the anſwer pou muſt 
make befoze the King of Cyprus.

they then declated all that had paſſed between them and the Hol ⸗ 
dan, and how he dap dk battel was as ſigned, and that the Duke 
pad no champion foz himſeit, and how thep had accepted the 
combat in his and the Pzinceſs Perſiana's name, erpzesfing alſo 
ce great: fierceneſs'sf the Gpants, particulariy deſcribing the 
derd inen features of the Ring of Cyprus, pzoteſting tbeb had 
never ſeen the like .

Ataitzes furpſdid. What thinks the Soldan this mu Il be ſuffe- 
red that be path 62dained, and that with ſo great maliciouſneſs- 
againſt the law dk arms, bis defire Wall be fulfilled?

The pteces of their Lances mounted higher then the 
Clouvs, themſelves meeting with their hozſes, bodies, ſhields, 
and Helms in ſuch männer, that both ho:ſes kel down dead 
under ane their maſters [cemed but in little better caſe 
then tdep, in uch a trance they fell, that every one judged them 
dead. Oh immoztal Gods(cryed out the valiant Knight of the 
Image) what terrifle incounters be theſe £ Dead without 
doubt are the beſt Knights thM day living, and within himſelf 
greatly marveUed to ſee his ierced, which till then 
could never be penetrated wity ron. But this effect was 
w2ought by the armour of the bza;KBnight of Foztune againſt 
whom no Enchantment pzevaite7Fveing fozged by the Art of 
the wiſe Friſton , as hereafter ſha. be ſhown. 

And being about to deſcend to ſee if the Knights were dead, 
faw boch riſe together; who ſteing the ſtats wherein they were, 
moze furious then the tygers of Hercania , came one againſt 
the other. with dzawn ſwoꝛds in their hands, wich whoſe flicing 
edges, they wounded one another with their untamed Arms, 
that they fozced their heads to touch their knees by bending ; 
and at laſt to ſtay their bodies, ſet their hands on the ground, 
and ſo raiſing themſelves,began the cruclleſt combat, and moſt 
dangerous fight, whoſe like, till then the beholvers never ſaw. 
Theſe Combitants were ſo enraged againft one another, that 
they could ſo reſiſt cheir cutting blades , which never befell 
them befo:e. But the couragious Knight of Foztune , that 
greatly haſtened the end ok that fight, warding a blow. of his 
b:ave adverſary, with his hield ran within him, gave him ſs 
great a blow that he cut his Armour, with a piece of his flech. 
from which wound there iflued abundance of blod,and quickly 
ſtepping back, thug at him with his [wozd, that it pierced all 
bis defenſive arms, making him feel the point, almoſt a finger 

within the floch. | 
The Knight of the Crowns feeling himſelf wounded , and 
ſeing his adverſary ſo nigh him, would not ſtrike him with his 
ſwozd, but with one ofhis hands got hold of his fhield , and ſo 
firongly pluckt him thereby, that he had not time to ſecond any 
moze hlows upon him , _ letting his ſwozd hang” _ 

dꝛe 
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dꝛew his dagger, and therewith gave him two ſuch blows, that 
penetarting his Barneſs, thep reply opened his fleſh,that'any 
other but he tould no me2e have fought. The Knight of Foz- 
tune, ſeeing his Garmy ſo uſe him, tok His vodp overthwart in 
big arms with ſuch furp , that both bad like to have fallen. 
The Kniquzt ofthe Crowns did the like, and ſo lConglyg2clſed 
each other, thot through divers places they left much blood. In 
which manner thep continued half an heur;, never able to 
overthꝛiow ene andther: and ſo parting ander, withdzew a 
while to breath, but with the tight they could lcarce ſtand 
on their feet, pet walked tet they might, becauſe their 
wounds might not cloſe cold biod', lecft they cheuld not 
after end their fight. o may expꝛeſs the wonder of the 
gazing multitude to ſee (Merce a fight, whole like none ever 
heard ok: and with that the night ſo ſuddenly came upon them, 
that they could by no means end their combat. The Pzincels 
Perfiana that very well knew her brother, ſaid to Don Bel- 


lianis. | 
Suffer'not(Dear Sir)that ſuch Knights here dpe without 
cauſe: fo2 if pou do the whole wozlid wil blame pou foꝛ it; be⸗ 
ſides that, gur Ropal vertues will thereby be fcandalized with 
Rep2oach, to my everlaging grief, if it chould happen. Don 
Belliams buckled on his helm, and mounted upon his hozſe, 
accompanied with all thoſe Kings, Princes, and Lozds, who 
chewed him great honoꝛ, as in the Emperoz his Fathers Court 
he could not have greater; and together they went to the field 
in the place where thoſe Knights were fighting , who koz all 
their repzonch > would p2ofecnte their Combat, calling fo:
